HE warning was 
twelve months ago that, on 
the present basis of taxation

The figure in {mpressive 
enough, but it js confronted 
by  formidably growing 
expenditure, much, of 
it dedicated to ‘develop- 
ment schemes, expansion of 
social services, education 
and health—all regarded as 
essential, 

This is the poser which con- 
fronts the Treasury and 
must also exercise the 
minds of the taxpuyers, The 
prospect of increased tuxa- 
tion in any direction 
is depressing, — but 
possibility cannot be ruled 
out, The alternatives ure a 
slowing down of develop- 
ment and ‘expansion pro- 
grammes, or dipping into 
reserves to finance capital 
costs, 

The clamour for continuing 
improvement in public ser- 
vices, secinl welfare, health 
and education Is not likely 
to abate. In tact such a 
momentum has already 
been attained that it Is 
doubtful if there could be 
any considerable 
ment of activity in these 
directions without seriously 
dislocating the 
social equilibrium,

‘London, Feb. 26, 

Leading Writer Bernard 
Smith of the Royal Navy, who 
flew from Singapore because 
hls mother is dangerously _ Itt, 
found au special aircraft waiting 
for him at’ London airport 
today. 

As he stepped from a BOAC 
Constellation he was met by 
Royal Navy men who had been 
standing by with a Devon plane 
flown up from Lee on Solent, 
Hampshire, 

Twenty minutes after he ar- 
rived from the Far East he was 
on his way home to Anglesey, 
north Wales. 

Two days ago Smith, was. 
told of his, mother’s LIness. 

He was put on the first 
London-bound Might. At Lon- 
don airport he was hurriet 
through immigration and Cus~ 
toms to the Devon plane, which 
took off for Valley, five miles 
from Holyhead. 

Later tonight Berrard Smith 
reached the bedside of his 
critically ill mother, Mrs Mary 
Smith, 45, at Anglescy, 

The journey home had taken 
less then three days. 


TWO HOURS TO LIVE 


Mra Smith, mother of six, be- 
came fil with paralysis and 2 
week ago was given ‘two hours 
to live.

He is 57, about the nocniul née 
for such high office In staid 
academic circles. He talks, with 
disarming simplicity, of ‘“de- 
voting the remaining 10 years or 
so of my professional life tu 
helping these destrving young 
people.” But there 13 59 com- 
pulsory retiring age. 

Who are his students? About 
two-thirds are girls, About half 
are pianists. About one in 12 
comes from overseas (almost 
entirely from the 
wealth).

Stan: also remembers that In 
1047 his brother was beaten up 
so severely for criticising the 
regime that he Is now 
permanently deranged. 


FAMILY REASONS 


Bpt apart from. family 
reasons, Stan objected violently 
to the constant spying to which 
cveryone is subjected In 
Roumania, particularly —can- 
didates for teams golng abroad. 
The Roumanian Rugby foot- 
ballers were accompanird in 
Britain by politica “wateh- 
dogs”, whom Stan had to clude 
before he could escape. 

The Communists have to bribo 
players by special favours that 
would wreck their status as 
amateurs In other countries. At 
the same time, to maintain 
prestige, they are forced to send 
abroad their best men, many of 
whom are “politically un- 
reltable.” 

It seems Nkely that os tong as 
the Communists use men Uke 
Stan to advertise thelr achicve- 
ments in the free world, at the 
same time subjecting = thelr 
familles and friends to persecu- 
tlon at home, the steady flow of 
defections will continue.
